L'Echo de Chine (Shanghai) says that 
three Jupunese dirsions crossed the Yali 
and the genera! attack commenced on the 
morning of the Ist of May, It is mr 
pounced from St. Petersburg that the 
Russians retired in good - order towards 
Tunghu and Antchen bofore the numerical 
superiority of the Japanese, It is wired, 
from Seoul that ‘the Japaneso pursucd the 
Ruysiana in the directions of Fénghuang- 
chéng from 2 ty 4 p.m.” The Russians 
evacuated Antuug after  half-un-hour's 
lively fighting. The report of Genoral 
Kuropatkin explains that the Japanese led 
their principal attack against the left wing 
of the Russians which was compused of 
only 5,000 to -€,000 men, The rest of the 
army wan spread out ovet a Wide extent, 60 
that the Russians wore fighting sgsinst an 
enemy five or eix times their strength. A 
Roysian regiment protecting the retreat 
fought horoically against an entire division 
and was decimated. Two batteries wore 
obliged to leave their guns, the ground 
being impracticable, all the horses aud 
nearly olf the gunners being killed. The 
Bussians spiked their guns, The report 
says ‘that the Japanese fost 3,000 ta 4,000 
killed. The Japanese ‘ondewvoured to 
pursue the Russians inthe direction of 
Fénghuangchéng, but they were stoppet 
and lost 300 men.
